Call of Florida Wants High

The Rebels Reuted. 
Svakim, Dec. 20.—The combined 
force of British and Egyptians 
made an attack to-day upon the 
rebel position. They stormed the 
redoubts and trenches, and, after a 


brilliant engagement, lasting half 
an hour, drove the enemy into the 
bushes. The rebels are reported 
to have lost a thousand killed. 
The British loss is slight. The British 
encamped in the rebel position—the | Pou 
victory was complete. 

Later—The British lost four killed 
and two wounded during a gallant 
cavalry charge. The Egyptian and 
black regiments charged the trenches 
and carried them brilliantly, losing 
two killed and thirty wounded. The 
only officers wounded in the attackin 
force were two Egyptians. The rebe 
loss is now stated at 400. 

Before dawn this morning, the Brit- 
ish man-of-war Starling and an Egpvt- 
ian steamer moved up the coast, with 
orders to cover the rebels at Mandoub. 
At daybreak the forts opened fire upon 
the rebel trenches and the troops ad- 
vanced ‘to the attack, a black brigade 
on the right flank, cavalry and mount- 
ed infantry covering the Scottish bor- 
derezs and Welch regiments, and an 
Egyptian brigade occupied the em-} 
bankment between the forts. The 
British infantry was held in reserve. 
The forts shelled the trenches, keep- 
ing up terrific firing. The enemy held 
their ground with intense courage, 
until the black brigade cha the 
trenches, which fell after a half-hour’s 
hard fighting. The rebels fought with 
fanatical bravery. Twoofthe enemy’s 
) guné were captured. The naval brig- 
ade did splendid work. The Scottis 
borderers are now at work entrenching 
the rebel position, and the enemy; is 
retreating toward Hasheen and Ta- 
maro.
